BEIRUT (AP). - Palestinians be- 
sieged in Beirut's Shatilla refugee 
camp by Shi'ites said yesterday they 
faced a suspected cholera outbreak, 
even as they claimed to have beaten 
bade a new assault on their strong- 
hold despite a cease-fire. 

‘Twelve children, all aged under 
13, have died from what we think is 
cholera,” a Palestinian spokesman 
reported from Shatilla by telephone. 

‘Other epidemics are spreading 
because of the lack of water and 
malnutrition. Amal is not letting the 
Red Cross in... so that the wounded 
and the sick will die.” 

There was no independent con- 
firmation of the report of epidemics 
which came after Shi'ites overran the 
neighbouring Sabra camp after 12 
days of fierce fighting. 

Palestinians in Shatilla and the 
sprawling Boinj al-Barajneh camp 3 
kilometres south of it, have reported 
for days that the camps face mount- 
ing health problems caused by lack 
of medicine. 

International Red Cross cbnvoys 
prepared to go into Bourj al- 
Barajneh yesterday amid a general 
cease-fire called by the Shi'ites Fri- 
day night. 

But officials said they will not 
enter the camps untl they have “con- 


firmation from the highest level" 
that the cease-fire is holding. 

• So far the Red Cross has managed 
to get about 30 of the scores of 
wounded reported lying in Bourj 
al-Barajneh since the Shi'ites un- 
leashed their assault on the camps on 
May 19. 

The Red Cross mercy missions 
were abandoned amid gunfire when 
earlier cease-fires broke down. 

The latest truce, declared by 
Shi'ite Amal-mititia leader Nabih 
Bern, appeared to be holding 
around Bourj-ai-Barajneh, where 
an estimated 45,000 refugees lived! 
before the fighting erupted. 

But the Shi'ites tightened their 
noose around the camp, the biggesr 
of the three in Beirut, and vowed to 
besiege it until the estimated 3.000 
fighters trapped there surrender. 
The Palestinians have declared they 
will fight on. 

Bern claimed at a news confer- 
ence at his sandbagged home in 
south Beirut yesterday that Amal 
and soldiers of the Leb<ir. esc Army’s 
overwhelmingly Shi'ite bth Brigade 
have captured Sabra and Shatilfa. 

The Amal leader, who is also 
Lebanon's justice minister, said his 
men controlled Shatilla except for a

Arye Nehamkin on Friday said that 
it would be best for all concerned if 
Ata was closed and that die firm’s 
machinery would be difficult to sell 
even as scrap metal. 

Peres on Friday met Energy 
Minister Moshe Shahal, who sup- 
ports government aid to keep the 
plant open. Shahal at today’s meet- 
ing is expected to propose selling 
some 300 dunams of Ata-owned land 
to pay off the company's debts. 


But Nehamkin on Friday said that 
land allocated by the government to 
Ata was not really Ata’s to sell, as it 
had been given to the company on 
certain conditions - which were nev- 
er fulfilled. The land, therefore, now 
must revert to the Israel Lands 
Administration. 

Meanwhile, thousands of Ata 
workers and their families spent the 
weekend in the firm’s two factories 
at Kiryat Ata and Kurdaneb. en- 
couraged by increasing public sup- 
port for their cause. The workers 
refuse to budge until the government 
comes up with a plan to keep the 
plant open. 

Shahal is expected to propose to- 
day that a special contract should be 
signed with the Eliezer Pdeg group 
of investors. The contract would

The U.S. has not yet presented 
Israel with any names of Palestinians

28 SLA men may have defected to Amal

METULLA. - Defence sources in 
Southern Lebanon yesterday de- 
clined to officially confirm or deny , 
that the more than two dozen sol- 
diers of the South Lebanese Army 
who disappeared on Thursday had 
defected to the Shi'ite Amal orga- 
nization. 

Earlier, a South Lebanese Army 
spokesman announced that 28 of the 
army's soldiers had been kidnapped 
by Amal militiamen. 

The SLA statement said that on 


Thursday night an ambulance with 
Amal militiamen entered an SLA 
position near the village of Majdal 
Salim and took captivelts garrison. 

Defence sources confirmed that 
the SLA soldiers had not fired a shot 
that night, and one source in effect 
conceded that the soldiers had de- 
fected. 

The soldiers were reported to 
have reached the Amal base in Tyre. 

According to South Lebanese in- 
habitants, the disappearance of the 
28 soldiers was discovered only on 


Friday morning, when an SLA pat- 
rol' routinely reached the position 
and found it empty. 


IDF officers arc checking the 
event, and the IDF will draw the 
appropriate conclusions once the in- 
vestigation is completed, the de- 
fence sources said.

The Viznitz hassidim, whose 
Kiryat Viznitz in Bnei Brak was the 
first such post-war hassidic develop- 
ment to be established in Israel, are 
being "torn apart" because of their 
leader’s domestic strife . 

The quarrel is officially between 
the rebbe and his son, who is at 
present in “exile" in the U.S. but 
according to a source in the Viznitz 
community, the cause of the trouble 
is really ill-will between the rebbitzin 
and her daughter-in-law. 

The rebbe. Rabbi Mosbe Hager, 
inherited the position from his 
father, who founded Kiiyat Viznitz. 
A member of Agudat Yisrael’s 
Council of Sages. Hager's influence 
and authority are increased by the 
feet that bis three daughters are. 
married to the Belzer Rebe. the 
Skver Rebbe and the eldest son and 
heir of the Satmar. 

The conflict centres about the reb- 
be ’s eldest son, Yisrael. 44,. who is 
said to have amassed debts amount- 
ing to 5300,000 or 5400,000. This has 
happened twice before, and each 
tune the rebbe paid his son's debts, ' 
but not this time. 

Those who back the son say that 
he incurred the debts by helping out 
those in the community who were in 
need. According to the’ sources with- 
in the community, there are many 
who are willing to give towards can- 
celling Yisrael’s debts, but the rebbe 
has forbidden them to do so. 

Chief among Yisrael 's backers is 
Benzion Tabak, a wealthy Viznitz 


hassid. who personally undertook to 
underwrite die son’s debts. In one of 
the many incidents surrounding the 
affair. Tabak recently was beaten 
up. reportedly by one of the rebbe 's 
gabbaim. or beadles. No complaint 
was lodged with the police. 

In a recent address, the rebbe 
described those who backed his son 
as "krime hop" (crooked heads), 
and this is how the faction has be- 
come known within the community. 
Those who are even suspected of 
backing the son - some 40 of Kiiyat 
Viznitz’s 1.000 families - are under a 
ban. 

Since Kiryat Viznitz includes 
numerous institutions such as 
schools and yeshivot. as well as other 
places of employment, including the 
hotel and diamond workshops, and 
since such a ban includes instant 
dismissal, the step is a very severe 
one. 


Meanwhile, anonymous placards 
have appeared in Kiryat Viznitz. 
denouncing the rebbitzin. Lea. the 
wife of the rebbe. Until a year ago. 
Lea stood in the shade of her 
mother-in-law. who lived to the age 
of 100 and was a forceful personality. 
Now, she is reportedly oversha- 
dowed by her daughter-m4aw. Hava, 
Yisrael's wife, said to be a model of 
piety. 

The .source adds that the rebbe’s 
original betrothed perished in the 
Holocaust and Lea was chosen later, 
and that therein lies the source of the 
trouble. 


So far even the 40 families under 
the ban are not willing to undermine 
the rebbe - s authority. They have 
established their own synagogue ab- 
out 20 minutes walk from Kiryat 
Viznitz ("so as not to anger the 
rebbe"). Prominent among those 
who were dismissed is Rabbi Mor- 
dechai Stern, deputy director of the 
Viznitz Yeshiva. 


Two years ago. at Pessah. Lea 
publicly and humiliatingly ousted 
her daughter-in-law and grandchil- 
dren from the communal seder in the 
Viznitz synagogue. Following this 
incident, Yisrael took his family to 
Tiberias for a few months, where he 
secluded himself, studying with 
Tabak's son. 


"There is an atmosphere of terror 
in the Kirya. People are afraid to talk 
to each other,'.' said the source, who 
was unwilling to be identified for 
fear of being included in the ban. ■ 
"Every day there is more fear and 
suspicion." 


This time, after a group of yeshiva 
students broke into his home and 
destroyed much of the furniture. 
Yisrael took his family to the U.S.. 
where he is staying with his uncle, 
Mordechai Hager, brother of Moshe 
and head of the Viznitz hassidic 
community in Spring Valley and 
Monsey, New York. 

Recently, the rebbe took out aD 
advertisement in an American Yid- 
dish ultra-Orthodox paper calling on 
his hassidim not to give any aid to his 
son. But despite the rift, the rebbe 
has not yet taken the final step of 
disinheriting Yisrael and declaring

Peace Now protests against 
clemency for underground

Some 3,000 Peace Now demon- 
strators yesterday marched past 
Vice-Premier Shamir’s Jerusalem 
flat shouting, “State of law, not state 
of terror," protesting against Sha- 
mir's efforts to "politicize the par- 
doning process" in Israel. 

Demonstrators were guarded by a 
heavy police presence for fear of 
possible confrontations with suppor- 
ters of immediate clemency for the 
Jewish underground defendants. 

Shouts, curses and buckets of wa- 
ter thrown by an elderly woman 
from an apartment porch but missing 
the crowd were burled at the mar- 
chers. 

At liberty Bell park, MK Yossi 
Sand, Prof. Ze’ev Sterhell of 
Mapam, and Peace Now activist 
Yossi Ben-Aitzi spoke to the crowd. 

Sarid using a failed lighting system 
on the platform as a jmetaphor for 
the "darkness that will descend upon 


us if the law is trampled upon," 
called on Prime Minister Peres - "a 
polite man, a genteel man,” - to 
“pound on the table to preserve 
democracy" and “halt the political 
arm of the Jewish terrorist under- 
gound." 

Answering critics who say Sarid 
and his supporters make no protest 
about Arab terrorists, Sarid said that 
“the Arab terrorist is my enemy, the 
Jewish terrorist is my flesh and blood 
and he brings all of us down to the 
lowest level, the level of terrorists. 
The Arab terrorist does not make 
me into a monster; the Jewish terror- 
ist does." 

Stemhell called on the govern- 
ment “to do its constitutional duty 
and uphold the law." 

Ben-Artzi said that "Shamir 
thinks he is still in the underground, 
and thinks that 'the lawful govern- 
ment of the State of Israel is the 
foreign government he fought 
against in his youth."

Two CRM MKs review call

Where is the border-line, accord- 
ing to its original 1906 demarcation? 
Or: Where were the border-stones 
which marked the line in more re- 
cent times? 

These formulations, representing 
two possible ways of posing the 
question-in-dispute over Taba to the 
arbiter, are now under discussion 
between Israel and Egypt. 

Israel, having dug up a wealth of 
favourable documentary evidence 
dating back to Turkish times, 
favours the first approach. Egypt, 
relying on the more modern history 
of the disputed beach-site south of 
Eilat, favours the second. 

Significantly, both sides seem to 
be discussing the terms of reference 
or compromis of arbitration - on the 
assumption that there will be an 
arbitration - even though Israel has 


not yet formally agreed to submit to 
this. 

Government sources said last 
night the key debate in the inner 
cabinet would probably take place 
only next week - when Vice Premier 
Shamir and Defence Minister Rabin 
are back from trips abroad. 

Only last week, in a conversation 
with the visiting Egyptian Energy 
Minister Abdel Hadi Kandii, Shamir 
was still pressing for conciliation. 
But the expectation among political 
observers is that Shamir will not 
force coalition confrontation over 
this issue, and will ultimately agree 
to arbitration provided he is satisfied 
with the other elements of die evolv- 
ing “package deal" on improving 
relations between the two countries. 

After a round of talks in Cairo at 
the end of last week, Israeli officials 
seemed encouraged by the .progress 
being made on this “package."

Shares probe rejects banks’ attack

The Bejski Commission of Inquiry 
into the collapse of the bank shares 
on Friday unanimously rejected the 
claims of Banks Leumi, Discount. 
Mizrahi and General that it has no 
authority to wain them or to publish 
conclusions against them or their 
heads. 

Commission Chairman Justice 
Moshe Bejski, Prof. Daniel Fried- 
man, and Judge Vardimus Zyler 
rejected the substance of the banks'

Peres and Shamir are both on 
record as opposing talks between the 
projected Jordanian-Palestinian 
team and the U.S. without Israeli 
participation. 

But here too there are nuances 
between the two leaders of the 
national unity government. Peres 
does not dismiss out of hand the 
.American argument that such talks 
might be legitimate if they are clearly 
labelled as a prelude to negotiations 
with Israel. 

Shultz sought to distinguish be- 
tween discussions and actual nego- 
tiations. agreeing that negotiations 
must be conducted with Israel. 

Last night, the informed sources 
in Jerusalem noted pointedly that 
they assumed the U.S. would not 
agree to meet with Palestinians 
whom Israel would subsequently re- 
ject as negotiating partners. They 
assumed too. they said, that the 
Reagan administration is not in- 
volved in an exercise to "admit the 
PLO through the back door," but 
rather, with Jordan's King Hussein, 
to circumvent the PLO obstacle to 
progress in the peace process. 

There was gratification last night, 
meanwhile, in the prime minister's 
circle over Shultz’s apparent retreat 
from earlier American indications 
that Washington might consider an 
international conference on the Mid- 
dle East. 

Aides to the premier insisted that 
there was in fact no retreat at all: The 
U.S. administration had never 
veered from its fundamental opposi- 
tion to a peace conference involving . 
the Soviets. The six conditions it had 


announced last Thursday for Soviet 
involvement in Mideast peacemak- 
ing were so fax- reaching as to be

Soviets, they said . 

These conditions included the re- 
sumption of full diplomatic relations 
with Israel, improved treatment for 
Soviet Jews and their right to emi- 
grate and an end of anti-Semitic 
propaganda.

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Gloom and doom in Bank of Israel report

There was a major worsening last 
year in the two areas most threaten- 
ing Israel’s economy - the rate, of 
inflation and the ' balance-of- 
■ payments deficit. 

This was the main finding of the 
Bank of Israel’s report last week on 
the economy for 1984, which also 
found that living standards had drop- 
ped an unprecedented 8 per cent last 
year. 

The Gross National Product 
,GNP) did not grow last year, the 
‘eport found. In addition, the import 
if goods and services fell by 0.7 per 
;ent. As a result the economy had at 
ts disposal fewer resources. 

Most affected by these develop- 
nents were private consumption, 
md the government’s civilian spend- 
ng and investment. 

While the public returned to a 
-datively high rate of savings in 
1984, about 33 per cent of after-tax 
ncome. the public sector continue to 
ive bevond its means. 


Thus, the government’s local de- 
ficit reached 16 to 37 per cent of 
GNP, higher than at any time since 
the end of the Yom Kippur War. The 
result was that the government, even 
after taking all private savings and 
leaving nothing for net investment, 
had to borrow $700 million abroad. 

Labour productivity declined by 
an unprecedented 2 to 3 per cent last 
year, following smaller drops in 1983 
and 1982. By the end of last year, 
workers were no more efficient than 
they were in 1973. 

The report states that the drop in 
productivity was the result of infla- 
tion and the ever-increasing tax bur* 
den on workers, which has come to 
compensate for the slump in tax 
revenues from companies and the 
self-employed. 

The development of wages in 1984 
is one of the best indicators of how 
the government approaches econo- 
mic recovery. 

According to the report, the pur- 
chasing power of hourly wages in the 
business sector dropped by 6.3 per 


cent last year, while hourly wages 
costs ro employers went down by 
some S per cent. 

The report describes how the gov- 
ernment has responded to the 
deepening economic crisis with stop- 
.gap measures which have resulted in 
long-term distortions. The increas- 
ing tax burden on wage earners to 
compensate for the plunge in tax 
collection from profit earners is one 
example of this. 

Another example is the large 
number of import restrictions, com- 
pulsory deposits and other steps de- 
signed to stop the flow of imports. 
The result of this is that there is not 
one exchange rate, but several. 

The report describes the govern- 
ment’s never-ending battle of wits 
against the public, and the latter’s 
determination to protect itself by 
acquiring the only asset in which it 
sriU has full confidence - the dollar. 

The public purchased close to $2 
billion from the Bank of Israel last 
year, following some $1 ro $1.5b. in 
1933. This means that in 24 months. 


the private sector purchased some S3 
to $3.5b. in foreign currency from 
the Central Bank - compared with 
annual purchases of S500 to $600 
million in previous years. 

To this should be added the dol- 
lars which never reach the Bank of 
Israel - foreign currency that comes 
from tourists, exporters*, etc. 

The increasing difficulties which 
Israel faces in financing its balance- 
of-payment deficits has greatly in- 
flated its foreigridebt. Bvi the end of 
the year Israel, had a net debt, after 
deducting assets, of some Si 9.4b. - 
some $8b. more than four years 
before. 

To make matters worse, for the 
first time in many years, the coun- 
try’s credit-worthiness abroad was 
badly affected. Not only did interest 
rates increase, but in some cases 
Israel had to dispose of its assets 
abroad - so that in future interest 
payments will increase while the in- 
come from overseas assets will de- 
cline. 


Yad Vashem honours 9 Polish and Dutch gentiles

Yad Vashem recently honoured a Pole who 
luring the Holocaust saved Jews by smuggling 
hem on a German military train out of the 
hrcatened ghetto of Grodao to the safer ghe tto of 
/ilna and Dutchmen who saved some 250 Jewish 
'Children. 

; ' Tadeusz Soroka, 60, planted a tree in the 
^ Vvenue of the Righteous Gentiles in the presence 
•f six of the nine people he saved in February and 
’•y- m larch of 1943. 

" As a young railroad worker, Soroka met^Aron 
)erman (now of Skokie, Illinois) and Hirsh 
j'pszyk (now of Tel Aviv) when tbe teenage boys 
'ere on a work detail outside the ghetto. He 
'amed them that the ghetto was about to be 
quidated and offered to get them to Vilna. 


On four trips Soroka managed to smuggle nine 
Jews onto the slow-moving military supply trains 
he was working on. The escapees were hidden 
with the freight or bad to spend part of the ride on 
the roof of the wagons in sub-zero weather. 

On the third trip Lisa Derman (now of Skokie) 
missed a step while jumping on the moving train 
and was left banging with her feet off the ground, 
holding with one hand onto the door handle of the 
boxcar. Noticing that she was not on the roof. 
Soroka jumped from car to car until he found her. 
He then got the other two escapees to hold onto 
his legs while he dangled down to pull the 
16-year-oJd girl ro safety.” 

Soroka acted out of religious and humanitarian 
motives. Of the nine people he saved, seven 
survived the war. Two of tbe group, Lutek 


Schneider and Lazar Saizman. later joined the 
partisans and fell in battle in 1944, 

The survivors lost touch with Soroka after the 
war. but in 1982 Lisa Derman located him through 
the Polish state security agency, living in the town 
of Tarnowskie Gory. In November 1982 the four 
survivors living in the U.S. invited him to Skokie 
and Chicago, where he was honoured by the 
Jewish and Polish communities and received by 
Archbishop Bernardin. 

Meanwhile, in Amsterdam last Thursday Israeli 
Ambassador to The Hague Ya'acov Nehushtan 
gave out 65 Yad Vashem awards to Durch indi- 
viduals or couples who saved Jews during the war. 
Several of the Dutchmen had saved a group of 
some 250 Jewish children by taking them out of 
the city and distributing them in non-Jewish 
homes in the province of Limburg.

ATHENS (JTA ). - For the first time 
in Greek history, a Greek Jew and 
his Greek Orthodox bride were able 
to many here without one of them 
having to change his religion. The 
two were the first mixed couple to 
marry under the new law that recog- 
nizes civil marriages. 

The groom was Nisso Levy, a 
member of the Athens Jewish Com- 
munity and the bride was Christina 
Kokini of Athens. 

None of the 150 guests attending 
the ceremony had ever seen a civil 
marriage before. The law providing 
for civil weddings was passed in 
November 1982. The secretary

On stage- a 
structure (by David Sharir) like in 
dreams; in the sky a moon that 
Shakespeare might have ordered. 
And then the magic of a dazzling 
star, Galina Panov, making her 
world debut as Juliet. 

With the Royal Ballet of Flandero 
and Valery Panov’s Romeo and 
Juliet, the Israel Festival reached a 
high water mark. 

When Panov chose to choreo- 
graph this story he took up a chal- 
lenge and emerged a master.

EDF troops 
in clash with 
Unifflmen

HAIFA. - An IDF armoured per- 
sonnel carrier 10 days ago rammed a 
senior Unifil officer's car and an 
Israeli truck “nudged" an Irish offic- 
er in an incident m Southern Leba- 
non. 

Earlier incidents prompted the Ir- 
ish opposition to call for cancelling 
President Herzog's forthcoming visit 
to Dublin. 

Unifil spokesman Timor Goksel 
reported that on the morning of May 
22. an Irish patrol was not allowed to 
pass at a checkpoint “manned by 
Israeli-backed militiamen" in Beit 
Yahun. 

The Unifil Deputy Chief of Staff 
for Operations. Col. Eysiein Sing- 
stad of Norway, who was in the area, 
went to Beit Yahun to persuade the 
militiamen to open the checkpoint. 

“They refused." Goksel said. 
“During the discussion, an Israeli 
civilian truck loaded with construc- 
tion materials was unable to pass , 
because ttoifil vehicles were block- 
ing the road. 

“An Israeli officer then arrived in 
an armoured personnel carrier and 
demanded the removal of the Unifil 
vehicles. Singstad told him that 
when the militiamen would enable 
the vehicles ro pass, traffic could 
proceed normally. 

"The Israeli officer then ordered 
his A PC driver to push the Unifil 
vehicles off the road. The APC ram- 
med Singstad's car and pushed it off 
the road, causing serious damage. 

"The civilian truck then tried to 
move forward, but an Irish officer 
blocked its path. 

“The Israeli officer ordered the 
driver to move ahead regardless of 
the Irish Unifil officer. The driver 
went ahead and struck the Irish 
officer lightly and stopped. 

“Tbe Israeli officer then ordered 
the APC to reverse and push the 
Unifil officers against the truck. This 
was partially carried out with the 
APC driver stopping one metre 
short of the truck. 

j "At this- stage the militiamen 
[ assaulted the two Unifil officers in an 
attempt to remove them. 

“The Israeli officer left the scene, 

I returning an hour later when he 
ordered the militiamen to open the 
checkpoint to Unifil traffic. At 2:30 
p.m. the road was open again." six 
hours after the incident started, said 
Goksel.

ALBION. Pennsylvania (AP). - 
Tornadoes ripped through north- 
western Pennsylvania on Friday 
evening, flattening houses and stores 
and killing at least 48 people, injur- 
ing more than 200 and forcing hun- 
dreds from their homes. 

Meanwhile, twisters in eastern 
Ohio killed at least nine people, and 
tornadoes in Ontario. Canada, kil- 
led at least 11 people.. ' 

“We are looking through the rub- 
ble, looking for the dead," the chief 
of Erie lire control said of the scene 
in Albion, where state police said 
three tornadoes killed nine people 
and injured 60. Eight to 10 blocks 
were destroyed, said a state trooper. 


and local officials estimated 150 to 
200 homes were destroyed . 

In Beaver Falls, where two people 
died, a twister ripped the roof off a 
department store, leaving only the 
walls standing and trapping an unde- 
termined number of people inside, 
police said. Rescue woricers were 
pulling people out two hours after it 
hit. 

In Ontario, four people were kil- 
led in Barrie, a city of 45,000 people 
SS.5km. north of Toronto, according 
to a hospital spokesman. 

Police reported six people were 
killed in nearby Alliston and at least 
two in Grand Valley. A Barrie hos- 
pital spokesman said 80 people had 
been treated. 


Record downpour kills 10 in Buenos Aires 


BUENOS AJ RES (AP).- Thunder- 
storms dumped a record 27.9 cen- 
timetres of rain in a 24-hour period, 
killing at least 10 people and forcing 
more than 75,000 out of their homes 
Friday, authorities said. 

The deluge buried some streets in 
several metres of water, prompted 
power shortages and snarled travel 
by car. bus. train, subway and plane. 

In Lomas de Zamora, a southern 


suburb. Mayor Eduardo Duhalde 
asked citizens to bring “warm clo- 
thing. shoes, blankets, sheets, food, 
drink and powdered milk” to 
schools, churches and government 
buildings where evacuees were re- 
ceiving shelter. 

Civil defence and municipal offi- 
cials said more than 75,000 people 
were forced from their homes in 
low-lying sections of the capital and 
its suburbs.

Two die as violence persists in South Africa 


NICOSIA. - Iran said yesterday its 
fighter-bombers attacked military 
and economic targets in the Iraqi 
cities of Qale Dizeh and Zangigard. 

Ima, the official Iranian news 
agency, quoted a military communi- 
que issued in Teheran as saying 
heavy casualties and damage were 
inflicted in the early morning air 
raid. It gave no further details. 

The raid followed an Iraqi 
announcement that Iraqi jets had 
bombed Teheran’s Mehrabad Air- 
port overnight, causing extensive 
damage. 

Iraq said on Friday its forces had 
launched a “sweeping and lightning" 
attack on Iranian troops in the east 
Tigris River sector of the Persian 
Gulf war front and destroyed Iranian 
preparations for a new offensive.

JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - 
Two black men were killed as fresh 
unrest flared in black townships 
across South Africa, police said 
yesterday. 

Police discovered the men’s bodies 
yesterday in townships near Port 
Elizabeth in the Eastern Cape Pro- 
vince. One had numerous stab 
wounds and the other had been 
burned beyond recognition, a 
spokesman said. 

The spokesman said police used 
teargas to disperse two rival groups 
of blacks in the Eastern Cape 
township of Kwazakele on Friday. 

He said about 600 people, be- 
lieved to be supporters of the anti- 
apartheid United Democratic Front 
(UDF). attacked about 20 followers 
of the Azanian People's Organiza- 
tion (Azapo).

LOS ANGELES (AP). - People 
who once were shunned as vampires 
or werewolves may actually have 
been afflicted by a rare disease that is 
aggravated by sunlight and garlic, 
and leaves its victims with prominent 
teeth, hairy faces and in pain, a 
chemist reported on Thursday. 

“When you suffer from this dis- 
ease (porphyria) and you go out in 
the sunshine, you get badly disfi- 
gured. just awful loss of skin, and 
your nose can fall off," said David 
Dolphin, a chemistry professor at 
the University of British Columbia. 


“AH sorts of nasty damage 
occurs,” he added. ‘“Fingers can fall 
off, it looks like you have paws 
instead of hands. Although your 
teeth get no larger, your lips and 
gums get very taut so your teeth are 
more prominent. To cap all of this, 
the people who suffer from this form 
of the disease become hairy.” 
Porphyria, an inherited disease, is 
caused by a malfunctioning of the 
body's ability to create heme, or red 
blood pigment People who suffer 
from the disease today can be tre- 
ated with blood pigment.

Sri Lanka Tamil rebels kill five 


COLOMBO (Reuter). - Separatist 
Tamil guerrillas raided two 
Sinhalese villages in Sri Lanka's 
Eastern Province on Friday, killing 
five people and wounding several 
more. 

A government spokesman said 
several armed guerrillas stormed the 
Mahindapura and Dehiwatte vil- 
lages. about 30 kilometres from the 
main town of Trin com alee, burning 
homes and fighting residents. 

The rebels set fire to more than 50 
homes and at least 500 people fled 
and sought refuge in temples and 


schools, he said. 

It was the second major guerrilla 
strike against Sri Lanka's majority 
Sinhalese in two weeks. 

Guerrillas, fighting to set up a 
Tamil state in northern and eastern 
areas, killed at least 150 people, 
mostly Sinhalese in the Buddhist 
holy city of Anuradhapora in North 
Central Province on May 14.

Dr. Yehoshua Arnowitz, a 
. psychiatrist in Hadassah’s Depart- 
ment of Child and Adolescent 
Psychiatry, and Miri Hananel, a so- 
cial worker, are pan of the team. 
Oriented toward crisis prevention 
and emphasizing support rather than 
therapy, the team views its task as 
helping families cope with a situation 
that is outside the normal range of 
expectations. 

“Whenever possible we are pre- 
sent when the family is given the 
initial diagnosis or treatment plan.” 
says Arnowitz, an Amcrican-bora 
and trained psychiatrist. 

“Then we meet with the family 
and try to anticipate difficulties that 
may arise, such as - with small 
children - what to tell them about 
the illness. 

“Young children often see their 
illness as p unishm ent for something 
they’ve done wrong. We meet with 
the child and, if necessary, help the 
family correct misinformation and 
wrong ideas the child has.” 

Often the first round in the fight 
against cancer is hospitalization for a 
month -or more. 

"We emphasize the importance of 
the parents working together, of 
taking turns being with the child, and 
of a parent being available for the 
siblings,” says Arnowitz. 

Some children, like Dan, make a 
defiant ie-entiy to school after hospi- 
talization, despite their long absence 
and changed appearance. Dan was 
completely bald as a result of drier' 
mo therapy, yet he insisted on re- 
turning to nursery school without a 
hat or wig. 

“A wig is like a mask,” he told his 
parents. “I don’t wear a mask; I 
won’t wear a wig.” 

Dr. Arnowitz and Miri Hananel 
are available to the school for con- 
sultation if the child makes a poor 
readjustment. And if a child is too ill 
to attend classes, Hananel arranges 
for a tutor. 

Treatment may last one to three 
years. 

‘Through all this, the family con- 
tinues to function as a family and the 
child continues to have a child’s 
needs,” explains Dr. Ramu. “All 
previous problems continue to exist, 
with the addition of a serious, new 
problem.” . 

Perhaps most important to fami- 
lies is the knowledge that if a child 
develops unforeseen symptoms, or 
takes a sudden turn for the worse, 
the family can come to the hospital at 
any hour of the day or night. 

Ruth Shahai, chief pediatric

“A nurse is assigned to a small 
number of children and she gets to 
know them, their families and their 
special needs.” she explains. 

Shoshana Sba'anan. the nurse 
who meets with the families when 
the children come for treatment as 


out-patients, joins Shahal’s staff in 
offering them support. The nurses 
are there especially for the mothers 
who, Sba'anan says, bear most of the 
load during a child's protracted ill- 
ness and treatment “It is usually the 
mother who spends long hours in the 
hospital trying to comfort and enter- 


tain the child during treatment, then 
rushes home to tend to the needs of 
die rest of the family." 

‘ Because Sba’anan spends so many 
hours of treatment with the children, 
she knows the idiosyncrasies of each. 
This knowlege, she feels, helps her 
gain the child’s cooperation. "There 
was a boy who would not cry during 
treatment for fear of moving the IV* 
needle , but would cry uncontrollably * 
as soon as it was over. 

“When I understood what was 
happening. I told him that I wanted 
him to do his crying during the 
treatment- and he hasn't cried at all 
since. 

“One child wants me to pinch his 
other arm to distract him from the 
pain in the arm that has the IV. 
Another wants me to blow air on him 
to help him overcome the burning 
sensation as the drugs flow through 
his veins. Yet another wants me not 
to move at all.” 

The hospital staff's involvement 
with young oncology patients ex- 
tends to concern for the child’s quali- 
ty of life even in the distant future. 

"Children recuperate quickly 
from even radical treatments, but 
their tissues are more sensitive to 
long-term side effects,” explains 
Ramu. 

"We hesitate to radiate a child's 
bones because the treatment, while 
it may destroy malignant cells, also 
destroys the sources of bone growth. 
We are constantly trying to refine 
treatment and thus minimize side- 
effects.” 

At Hadassah the ramifications of 
treatment are discussed frankly with 
the parents and often with the chil- 
dren. Thirteen-year-old Keren has 
been living with cancer for five 
years. She knows that Ewing’s sarco- 
ma- a bone tumour- is an extremely 
serious, possibly fatal disease. She 
ran nam r e arfr of the man y therapies 
she has endured and can list the 
side-effects of each. 

Keren is not afraid to say that she 
has cancer. She speaks freely and 
naturally about her «llngss l and has 
learned to expect her parents to be 
frank with her. “From the begin- 
±3 ring, they told me everything,” 

E Keren says. “It didn’t frighten me. 

| It’s better to know." 
w This attitude is fostered by the 
pediatric oncology team, who be- 
lieve a child should be told about an 
illness in words he or she can under- 
stand, thus ensuring the continua- 
tion of trust and support between 
child and parents. 

But there are no hard-and-fast 
rules. 


“Children know they are seriously 
SI, but they usually don’t talk about 
their fears - especially not in the 
presence of their parents," says 
Ramu. 

Keren’s mother confirms this 
observation: "Keren knows when a 
child has died in the department 
even though I don’t tell her. I’m sure 
she has anxieties, but she doesn't 
express them to us.” 

When they seek information, chil- 
dren are careful in their questions, 
adds Ramu. “My experience has 
been that they ask questions only 
when they feel they can handle the 
information.” 

For some parents, too, obtaining 
Information about the illness is an 
important means of coping. “When 
Dr. Ramu says she doesn't know the 
answer to a question," Keren’s 
father remarks, “you can be sure she 
means wbat she says.” 

“But not evciy parent wants to 
know," be adds. 

Knowledge alone cannot dissipate 
the strain of living with uncertainty. 

“It is non-stop tension," says 
Keren’s mother. “You keep meeting 
new children, families. You become 
attached to the children, and some of 
them die. You can’t help wondering 
who will be next.” 

“There is no way to minimize 
these realities/' says Arnowitz, “but 
coping is easier in a supportive en- 
vironment.” 

The basic unit of support is the 
family itself. “We get a lot of 
strength from Dan, from his cop- 
ing,” says his mother. “My husband 
and I help each other." 

Like Dan's parents, Keren's 
mother and father are able to draw 
upon their strong relationship. 

“We talk a lot to each other,” says 
Keren's mother. “We also ‘make 
use’ of our friends. They go through 
thick and thin with us.” 

Dan’s mother feels that his illness 
has changed their life-style. 

“We live for the moment; we try ■ 
to give pleasure, within our means. 
And we want to live normally. Each 
time the treatment is finished, we try 
to do something fan together die 
following week - going to a movie or 
to my husband’s basketball prac- 
tice.” 

Relationships inevitably develop 
between families who meet in the 
hospital and even among the chil- 
dren. One of Keren’s best friends is a 
girl she got to know wile they 
both underwent long-term chemo- 
therapy.

Their excitement was palpable, 
and parents and siblings who had 
accompanied the children from all 
over the country to the meeting at 
Hadassah Hospital, Ein Kerem. in ' 
Jerusalem, said they wished they 
could go along. 

All the children have endured ex- 
tended treatment for cancer. One 
little girl had just a fringe of hair 
growing in to replace the hair she lost 
during a recent round of chemother- 
apy. 

The 18 were chosen to take part in 
this pilot programme by their attend- 
ing physicians in six different hospit- 
als. Guidelines for selecting partici- 
pants were that the children come 
from families with limited means, be 
able to look after themselves, need 
no medication except drugs that 
could be administered orally and 
know that they have cancer. 

The parents of an 11 -year-old boy 
explained that they had only recently 
revealed to their son that he has 
cancer. His excitement and eager 
anticipation of the vacation were 
helping him to cope with the news, 
they said. 

Terry Bracha, 15, of Holon. was 
told about the vacation just as she 
completed two years of treatment, 
including radiation and chemother- 
apy, for a tumour in her leg.

port group for parents. At monthly 
meetings, attended by team mem- 
bers as well as nurses from the 
pediatrics department, parents ask 
one another’s advice. 

At a recent meeting. Keren's 
mother spoke about the girl’s dis- 
tress at the prospect of losing her 
hair again as a result of treatment. 
Hie other parents did not see this as 
a trivial matter and empathized with 
Keren’s predicament. 

For the families of children in 
treatment, the death of a child in the 
department is traumatic. And for 
almost every member of the Hadas- 
sah staff who comes in contact with 
these patients, the death of a child is 
the hardest aspect of working in the 
hospital. 

“The relationship is often a long 
and close one, and the staff becomes 
very involved with patients and their 
families,” says Sha'anan. “It's hard 
to explain. We fight so hard to save 
the child..." 

Ruth Shahai uses group dynamics 
with her nurses to help them cope 
with their feelings when a child dies. 
Dr. Arnowitz also works with rbe 
staff at regular meetings. 

“When a child dies, I go through a 
period of mourning,” says Dr. 
Ramu. “It is important to us to know 
that we did everything possible to 
cure the child; this is our support.” 

As long as a sick child is alive, 
there is hope. 

“We actively support hope,” says 
Arnowitz. “No one can live without 
it. We support hope even if there is 
only a slum chance of the child re- 
covering. Hoping in that way doesn't 
mean you don’t accept the reality or 
know the seriousness of the situa- 
tion.” 

Keren's mother relates: “Once, 
when Keren felt very ill, she said, if 
I am to remain like this, it would be 
better for me to die.’ I told her that 
die shouldn’t despair; if you despair, 
you have a bitter end. It’s hard for 
me at such moments. I don't want 
her to give up." 

Doctors draw hope from the 
knowledge that the chances of curing 
children with cancer are steadily im- 
proving. 

“They say I'm a pathological 
optimist,” says Ramu with a smile. 
“You can't do this work if you're not 
an op timis t. ” 

With tears in her eyes, she adds: "I 
love these children and go through 
all these wars with them. Some I lose 
along the way; some remain my 
closest friends.” 

The names of the cancer patients and 
their parents have been changed to protect 
their identity. 


“I see the trip as the conclusion of 
two hard years,” she said. “All the 
children here have suffered a great 
deal.” After seeing the video film, 
she was certain the vacation would 
be “fantastic.’ 

Nesreen Masoud of Kfar Ara, 
who looks much younger than her 12 
years, has had leukemia since she 
was seven and recently underwent a 
bone marrow transplant at Hadassah 
Hospital in Ein Kerem. 

“I look forward to playing and to 
meeting new friends,” she said in the 
Hebrew she has picked up during her 
hospital stays. Nesreen’s parents, 
who have seven other children, are 
devout Moslems and were con- 
cerned that she eat no pork on the 
trip. 

Other parents, too, expressed 
concern over food, and resort-owner 
Gould promised to provide kosher 
food for all of them for the duration 
of their stay. 

Goga Rejwan, a Jerusalem travel 
agent, who volunteered her services 
in malting the travel arrangements, 
said about the vacation, "I'm not 
sentimental, but this whole thing 
gives me a great feeling. If we could 
go back to the times when people 
helped each other, everything would 
be better."

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South African gold coin 
investors shaken by crisis 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - A 
financial crisis at a South African 
gold coin empire built up by a flam* 
boyant businessman has shaken the 
confidence of thousands of investors 
who had expected their savings to 
grow at spectacular rates. 

The South African Gold Coin Ex- 
change (SAGCE) had hardly put up 
its name in gold-plated letters emits 
plush new headquarters in Johan- 
nesburg. when a court-appointed 
manager this month started to look 
into its operations following liquidity 
problems. 

Police confirmed that they were 
investigating allegations of irregular 
management at the exchange. 

The SAGCE. brainchild of 53-year- 
old Eli Levine, specialized in 
Krugerrands, the internationally- 
traded coins that contain exactly one 
ounce of gold. 

It pioneered trading in proof 
Krugerrands - high-quality coins 
produced in limited numbers which 
commanded a premium over the 
price for standard coins because of 
their scarcity. 

The proofs were priced on a scale 
drawn up by the exchange, which 
promised spectacular riches to an 
estimated 25.000 investors with 
guaranteed returns. 

Since the court's intervention, 
■prices of proof Krugerrands have 
plummeted by up to 40%. Levine 
told Reuters he expected prices to, 
recover. 

Levine estimated the value of 
proof Krugerrands before the crisis 
surfaced at 414m. rand ($207tn.). 


10% of which was held by investors 
overseas. 

Gold traders estimate investors 
could lose over a third of that sum. 
with the price of proofs possibly- 
falling as low as that of the ordinary 
coins. 

Levine, using aggressive promo- 
tion campaigns, started virtually 
from scratch in 1973 to build up an 
empire with a turnover of 6Sm. rand 
($34m.) last year. 

A senior gold industry official, 
who declined to be named; said the 
exchange's guarantees of 30% 
annual returns during a time of fall- 
ing bullion prices proved untenable. 

"An offer of such returns under 
present market conditions was fan- 
tastic for the investor and unrealistic 
for the trader. The more you get 
involved in such pledges, the more 
you get sucked into the vortex." he 
said. 

Levine, who has promised the 
court he will sell bis offices to cover 
liabilities, said he hoped the market 
would settle and prices would stabil- 
ize. 

But the official said the road to 
recovery could prove extremely dif- 
ficult. especially since the SAGCE 
had less than a month to report 
progress to the court, which may 
then decide to liquidate it.

Rate of jobless 
in Europe 
drops to 11.2% 

LUXEMBOURG (Reuter) - Un- 
employment in the European Com- 
munity decreased slightly, to 12.6 
million people in April, the Com- 
munity's statistics agency Eurostat 
said this week. 

It said seasonal factors were large- 
ly responsible for a drop of 370.000 
jobless among the Community's civi- 
lian working population since 
March. The overall rate of unem- 
ployment fell to 1 1 .2 % at the end of 
April, from 11.5% at the end of 
March. 

Ireland had the highest unemploy- 
ment rate, with 17.6%. followed by 
Belgium (13.2). The Netherlands 
(13.1). Italy (12.8) and Britain 
(12.4). 

The figures exclude Greece, be- 
cause its statistics are compiled dif- 
ferently from those of the other nine 
member states. 

Eurostat also said unemployment 
among women fell much more slow- 
ly than among men. with a 1.3% 
decline in women's unemployment 
in April, compared to a 3.V% drop 
for men. 

■As a result, women accounted for 
41.8% of total unemployment in 
April, up from 41.1 in March.

Fees at child-care centres 
still too low, say operators

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Child day-care centre fees may 
soon be "unfrozen" the director- 
general of the Ministry of Labour 
and soda! Affairs hinted last week. 

Appearing before the Knesset 
Labour and Social Affairs Commit- 
tee. Zvi Zilker said: “The women's 
organizations that operate day-care 
centres haVe been wrongly accused 
of overcharging parents, and we will 
help them disprove that allegation. 
We shall also join them in their 
campaign to be exempted from the 
price freeze.” 

After Pessah, the day-care centres 
raised their fees. This led to a wave 
of protests from parents who 
charged that this violated the price 
freeze since the Package Deal Re- 
view Committee had rejected an 
application for a hike. 


The committee meeting was 
called to discuss the 25 per cent 
increase in fees approved for the 
day-care centre operators earlier this 

week. . 

Following the increases the stan- 
dard fee is IS84.000 per month. For . 
children whose mothers work in in- 
dustry and who earn less than 
IS150.000 a month, the fee is 
IS69.000. and they are eligible for 
assistance from the Ministry of 
Labour and Social Affairs. 

The fee for children from families 
receiving social welfare is set accord- 
ing to the family's ability to pay. 

Michal Moda’i. chairwoman of 
World Wizo, complained that the 
adverse publicity concerning the in- 
crease in fees had hurt the day-care 
sponsoring organizations' image, 
which makes it difficult to raise funds 
from private contributors.

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The burden of the war 


The English disease 


VIOLENT behaviour by crowds attending sporting spectacles 
is as old as sport itself. Because soccer is the world’s most 
popular sport, and is undoubtedly the sport that excites the 
most passion among the underprivileged classes, it is more 
afflicted by hooliganism and riots than any other sport. Not 
only in the West, but even in the Soviet Union and Communist 
China, the authorities have been amazed and appalled by 
violence among soccer crowds, and have found themselves 
powerless to cope with it. 

But nowhere is this violence as prevalent as it is among 
British soccer fans. They have behaved so badly that soccer 
violence is now termed “the English disease.” Several horrify- 
ing incidents in the season just ended culminated in the terrible 
catastrophe in Brussels on Wednesday night, when 38 people 
were killed and 380 injured an hour before the Liverpool- 
Juventus match was due to begin. 

English hooligans differ from most rioters at soccer matches 
in that they do not run amok because of some specific incident 
in a game that upset them. As in Brussels, they often go on the 
rampage before the game starts. The grim truth is that they 
indulge in violence for fun. Their idea of a good time is to 
indulge in a drunken orgy, and then, deep in their cups, to bash 
up opposing fans and police. These. hooligans get their kicks, 
not from the goals scored by the team they favour, but from the 
number of people they hospitalize, scoring double for police- 


men. 


Of all English crowds. Liverpool had the best record until 
Wednesday night: the Liverpudlians were known for their good 
behaviour and sportsmanship. The Liverpool club chairman 
has claimed that the contingent on Wednesday night differed 
from all previous groups of Liverpool fans, in that it had been 
infiltrated by members of the neo-Nazi United Front, who 
generally concentrate on battering Pakistanis, Indians and 
West Indians. Whether an inquiry will confirm this claim 
remains to be seen. 

The problem faring soccer administrators is what remedy can 
be found for the English disease. It has proved to be impossible 
to keep British fans from getting to matches in Europe: the 
spirit and practice of the European Community make such 
ideas impractical. 

In its initial reaction to Wednesday's tragedy, Britain's 
Football Association has decided on a self-imposed one-year 
ban from European soccer for all British teams. 

This is indeed a very sad. though apparently necessary, 
solution, because it will deny millions of lovers of soccer, who 
far outnumber the hooligans, a chance to see great teams like 
Eve non. Liverpool and Manchester United in action against 
the best of the rest of Europe. 

Margaret Thatcher, the British Prime Minister, came out 
with a very strong condemnation of the Liverpool supporters 
and of British soccer fans in general. She has appointed a 
commission to decide what action should be taken to clean up 
British soccer. It is a fair guess that the roots of the evil lie in the 
mass unemployment, lack of hope and bitterness that Mrs. 
Thatcher and her advisers have decreed should be the destiny 
of hundreds of thousands of young Britons. 

Israelis can be j ustlv proud of the fact that we are not infected 
by the English disease: we may have unpleasant incidents, but 
they are never gratuitous: they are inspired by some grievance 
arising from a game - we do not have violence for kicks. 

Bui there is a lesson to be learned from Brussels’ horrible 
example: it is that we cannot afford the luxury of creating “a 
reservoir of unemployed,” as s6me right wing economists have 
urged as a solution to our economic ills. The spiritual, 
emotional, and ultimately financial costs of unemployment are 
simply too great for any nation to bear, as the British are 
learning to their cost.

THE KNESSET motions that came up for a vote last week 
call in a for a commission of inquiry into the war in Lebanon 
were doomed, and for a simple reason. 

Their adoption, with the support of the Labour party, would 
have spelled the break-up of the national unity government. 
This, because the whole idea of an inquiry commission was, and 
is. to set up a proper forum that would convict the Likud of 
having dragged the country, by ruse and deceit, into a tragically 
self-defeating “war of choice” that was to have lasted three 
days and is only now. three years later, coming to a dismal end. 

h would have been an act of selfless generosity beyond the 
call of political duty for the Likud to go along with the proposal, 
and immolate itself in the fires of judicial inquisition. And since 
Labour was not. and is not. prepared to risk new elections now 
il had no alternative but to bow to the Likud's veto and at least 
abstain from the vote, thus denying approval to the motions. 

To be sure, the Likud's furious resistance to any idea of a war 
inquiry is itself a tacit admission of guilt. The tortuous effort by 
the Likud's Moshe Nissim. the justice minister, supposedly 
speaking on behalf of the entire government, to absolve the 
second Begin administration of any responsibility for the 
disastrous failure in Lebanon, only helped highlight it. 

Mr. Nissim's argument was that none of Israel's wars had 
gone according to plan, because the stated plan never repre- 
sented the true intention. Thus in 1956 David Ben-Gurion, in 
briefing his cabinet, listed the liquidation of terrorist bases and 
the opening of the Straits of Tiran to navigation as the aims of 
the Sinai Campaign. But before Guy Mollet he had laid out a 
plan for the reshaping of the Middle East: splitting Jordan 
between Iraq and Israel, and slimming down Lebanon to an 
essentially Christian republic. 

True: but in reading from Moshe Dayan's diaries Mr. Nissim 
neglected to point out that B-G openly conceded to Mollet that 
his grandiose plan “might seem fantastic, even naive," and that 
the Sinai Campaign as worked out had nothing in common with 
that plan. 

in the case of Lebanon, an operation ostensibly aimed at 
terrorist bases assumed from the start, and in real earnest, a 
grandiose dimension that could only be described as “fantastic, 
or at least naive." and - as the army bad in fact warned in 
advance - came down to earth with a crash. 

Yet the justice minister was right on one point: ultimately, it 
is his majesty, the voter, who will have to decide whether, 
because one Israeli premier or another did not tell the whole 
truth, the right of premiers to lie has become embedded in the 
constitution, regardless of consequences. 


TODAY WE HAVE a prime minis- 
ter who appreciates the importance 
of science and technology, and con- 
tinually refers to it in his speeches. 
But so far, his performance has been 
disappointing. In his recent speech 
, at the awarding of honorary degrees 
at the Weizmann Institute, the only 
concrete step he proposed as neces- 
sary for the welfare of the country 
was the imposition of a higher travel 
tax. 

Hie only way to move this country 
into high technology is to encourage 
young people to study science at an 
early age and show them that such 
work is considered important for the 
country and will be rewarded. We 
want to encourage good young 
Israeli scientists working in areas of 
high technology to spend a year in 
the best laboratories abroad where 
they can do research, learn many 
things and have contacts with some 
of the best people in the world in 
their fields. 

If we want our young people to 
start having families early as well . we 
must make it easy for scientists and 
engineers with young children to 
travel and get the training both they 
and the country need. 

Many young Israelis are studying 
abroad, often obtaining further 
education in important areas of high 
technology unavailable to them in 
Israel. We want to encourage these 
people to return, and not be trapped 
by the good life in America. 
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We must therefore make it easy 
for them to return, and show them 
that they will be appropriately re- 
warded for doing the work the coun- 
try needs. This is the only way to 
build an infrastructure of high tech- 
nology that can compete with the 
Americans. Europeans and 
Japanese, and keep well ahead of 
Syria and Iraq. 


AT PRESENT the priorities arc 
completely reversed. Young people 
know that the road to success is 
finding tricks to eam money without 
doing productive work. And the pre- 
sent government’s main activity 
seems to be to show that it is stop- 
ping some of these tricks without 
caring who else gets hurt iu the 
process. 


Meanwhile, the tricksters will be 
devoting all their ingenuity and in- 
telligence ro finding new tricks to 
outsmart the government and get 
rich, and young people will be 
attracted to becoming tricksters, in- 
stead of learning productive high 
technology. 


Under the old Aridor economics, 
a familv of six with enough money 
could enjoy a free vacation abroad at 
the expense of the Israeli taxpayer 
and perhaps even make a profii- 

Tbev were allowed to change 
518.000 worth of shekels into dollars 
at an artificial, unrealistic exchange 
rate. They could then make a huge 
profit by immediately converting the 
monev back into shekels at a realistic 
rate, either directly on the black 
market or legally by all kinds of deals 
that any businessman knows how to 
arrange, and have a luxurious vaca- 
tion abroad absolutely free. There 
were no restrictions; they could do it 
every month, if they chose. 

The new government has deter- 
mined to stop this by invoking a 
travel tax. The problem is that such a 
tax hits not only the parasites en- 
joying free vacations but all honest 
3nd deserving people as well. 

Today it is no longer easy for a 
family of sL\ to get a free vacation 
abroad simply by changing money 
and buying tickets.

SOME DENTISTS support 
fluoridation. Some, rarely, are 
against. The uncommitted citizen, as 
a result, finds it difficult to judge its 
merits. I happen to be one dentist 
who opposes this activity. 

At present, public water supplies 
in the Jerusalem and Tel Aviv areas 
are fluoridated. This ensures that 
everyone who drinks the water will 
consume fluoride. The chemical en- 
ters the bloodstream and penetrates 
the structure of children's teeth 
while they are developing under the 
gums, making them more resistant 
to decay. 

'Dentists support fluoridation not 
just because of this, but also because 
they were taught fluoridation as stu- 
dents, and despite evidence of its 
dangers, the indoctrination they re- 
ceived at such an impressionable 
period is practically impossible to 
eradicate. It is in the statistical eva- 
luation of data that the public is 
mainly misled. 

Suppose a child from non- 
fluoridated Netanya has four de- 
cayed teeth, and a child from natur- 
ally fluoridated Mirzpe Ramon has 
two decayed teeth. This would seem 
to give the quoted 50 per cent reduc- 
tion in caries, but fails to take into 
account that the fi rst child . in spite of 
not having ingested fluoride, has 16 
perfectly good teeth (20 all 
together). So only 20 per cent of its 
teeth are decayed. 

By the same token, the second 
child has 10 per cent decay. I think 
this gives a much fairer picture. 
Furthermore, fluoridation does 


in London has admitted that be- 
tween the ages of eight and 11 years, 
fluoridation merely postpones den- 
tal decay by 0.8 cavities per year. 

i he amount of water that people 
drink varies vastly, and in hot weath- 
er an active person can consume up 
to eight times the amount considered 
normal or usual. Therefore, there is 
no control over the amount of 
fluoride being ingested - and yet 
fluoride is a drug that affects the 
body's metabolism. 

Fluoride may also be present in 
foods like fish, wine, beer and tea 
(0.5 mg. per cup) and in the environ- 
ment. Fertilizers, cigarettes, motor 
exhaust and smoke from power sta- 
tions all contain fluoride. And chil- 
dren are prone to swallowing fluori- 
dated toothpaste. 

I maintain that one should never 
even consider fluoridizing water un- 
less total fluoride intake from all 
sources is known and controlled.

IT HAS BEEN established that 
fluoride can produce disturbances of 
vision including cataracts: dermati- 
tis, kidney disease, allergies, thyroid 
disease including goitre and can con- 
tribute to Down's Syndrome. 

Fluoride also affects enzyme pro- 
duction. destroys vitamins, causes 
neurological diseases, affect s the 
function of the adrenal, parotid and 
parathyroid glands and causes 
rheumatism and arthritis, 
headaches, muscular weakness and 
mouth ulcers. 

Some liver diseases are aggra- 
vated by fluoride, and renal patients 
undergoing dialysis are at risk from 
this chemical, which can cause bone 


disease in their particular condition. 

Many of these conditions are 
caused by so-called normal doses of 
fluoride, and nor by the excessive 
amounts some people unwittingly 
consume. 


This list is taken from a much 
larger catalogue of reported material 
on research done, by people other 
than dentists. Unfortunately, it 
seems that dentists in general do not. 
read anything exoept dentistry jour- 
nals. otherwise they would be well 
aware of these findings. 


brown-yellow discoloration which, 
later, is usually capped for aesthetic 
reasons. 

Many authorities, including the 
International Society for Research 
in;o Nutrition and Substances, the 
American Medical Association and 
the Chief of Cancer Research in the 
U.S. Veteran's Administration 
oppose fluoridation of water sup- 
plies. So do 12 Nobel Prize winners . 
and many physicians. In three leng- 
thy U.S. court cases, the judges all 
found against fluoridation. 

Seven European countries have 
never fluoridated. Two started, but 
stopped because of the dangers inhe- 
rent in the practice. Eight others 
began experimental schemes; of 
these, four have already abandoned 
them. 

Only 9 per cent of British water 
supplies is fluoridated, and recently 
Chile and Quebec in Canada have 
banned fluoridation. It is true that 
the World Health Organization re- 
commends it. but it has never con- 
sulted anyone outside the dental 
profession about its virtues. 


But the one thing that is never 
mentioned by the proponents of 
fluoridation is the disease known as 
"fluorisis" which affects the bone 
and teeth of children^ 

Ten per cent of children on "nor- 
mal’' doses of fluoride will have 
mottled teeth with visible whitish 
stains. Excess fluoride causes a

The point is that- even of the j per- 
cent of water that people drink," j.- 
minority are under 12 - the only age 
group that might conceivably benefit 
from fluoridation. For everyone 
else, it can definitely be harmful. '

IN DEFENCE OF CONSERVATIVE JUDAISM

Sir, - The Conservative Move- 
ment in Israel will mark its bar 
mitzva year on June 1 1 in Jerusalem . 
The Conservative Movement in 
Israel calls itself the Traditional 
Movement of Judaism. More than 40 
synagogues and minyanim of this 
movement now exist in Israel, 
spread all over the country. More 
than 100 Conservative rabbis, who 
were leaders of their congregations 
in the United States and Canada, 
made aiiya. They v.ere important 
Zionist leaders in the Jewish com- 
munities in the western hemisphere. 
Here in Israel, they are boycotted by 
the establishment and especially by 
the official Orthodox authorities. 
They are not permitted to perform 
marriages in accordance with 
Halacha, which is the basic principle 
of the Conservative Movement.

gue is the same as not listening or 
praying at all. 

Hie Conservative synagogues are 
not permitted to host marriages even 
when the rabbi is an army chaplain. 
This happened in Ashkelon in the 
Conservative synagogue. It was 
boycotted by the religious council of 
the city. By changing the Law of 
Return (the so-called Who is a Jew 
law), the Orthodox establishment in 
Israel wanted to also achieve a 
boycott of conversions by Conserva- 
tive rabbis outside of Israel. This 
shameful boycott of the Conserva 
tive Movement in Israel has been 
going on for years. Now. the Con- 
servative Movement in the U.S. has 
finally decided to defend itself by a 
decision not to invite those who 
boycott them and voted in the Knes- 
set for the change of the Law of 
Return to fund-raising activities and 
other official celebrations.
